housing- construction financed with 
private.funds totaled $275,000,000 in 
January, a drop of eight per cent 
from the previous month, the Com- 
merce Department reported.today. 


This decline and .one of about 7 


per cent in -new construction of 
all types were rated by the depart- 
ment as normal for the season. 


The $847,000,000 total of all new 


construction was 78 per cent above 
January, 1946.

Dangerous Shortcuts 
The United Nations Charter as- ] 
signs to the Security Council "pri- 
mary responsibility for the mainte- 
ance of international peace and se- 
curity." That primary responsibil- 
ity certainly includes control of the 
use of fissionable atomic material. 
Yet the United States and Britain 
are being forced to consider a plan 
that would separate that responsi- 
bility from the Council. 
Both governments are report- 
ed to be considering proposals for 
putting inspection, control and pun- 
shmcnl of violators under an inde- 
pendent atomic development autho- 
rity. The reason, of course, is Rus- 
.sia's persistent refusal to waive the 
veto power of the Council's perma- 
nent members over any Council 
action against violators of an ato- 
mic control agreement. 
Neither of the two plans has been 
formally announced. But the Amer- 
ican proposal is said to give the in- 
dependent agency the power to act 
only in serious violations, and 
to 
permit individual nations to declare 
war against the violator. The Brit- | 
ish outline would make an inde- 
pendent agency responsible for all 
atomic control, but would compel 
all governments to act together in 
any punishment of the violator. 


It might be argued that it is re- 
sults rather than method that count 
and that anything which might free 
the 
world from a fear of atomic 


warfare is welcome. But 
there 
are dangers in these two proposals 
that might make them acceptable 
only as a last resort. 


The American idea of nioving a 


dispute out of the Council only at 
the approach of a crisis seems to 
us to be better than the British al- 
ernative. This at least would keep 
much of the discussion within the 
UN, which, after all, was organiz 
ed to keep the peace. On the other 
hand, the American plan for sep- 
arate declarations of war is 
a 
questionable solution. 
There is a clause in the Charter, 
to be sure, which makes this pos- 
sible. Article 51 states that 
the 
Charter shall not impair "the in- 
herent right of individual or col- 
lective self- defense clause were

Dangerous Shortcuts 
The United Nations Charter as- ] 
signs to the Security Council "pri- 
mary responsibility for the mainte- 
ance of international peace and se- 
curity." That primary responsibil- 
ity certainly includes control of the 
use of fissionable atomic material. 
Yet the United States and Britain 
are being forced to consider a plan 
that would separate that responsi- 
bility from the Council. 
Both governments are report- 
ed to be considering proposals for 
putting inspection, control and pun- 
shmcnl of violators under an inde- 
pendent atomic development autho- 
rity. The reason, of course, is Rus- 
.sia's persistent refusal to waive the 
veto power of the Council's perma- 
nent members over any Council 
action against violators of an ato- 
mic control agreement. 
Neither of the two plans has been 
formally announced. But the Amer- 
ican proposal is said to give the in- 
dependent agency the power to act 
only in serious violations, and 
to 
permit individual nations to declare 
war against the violator. The Brit- | 
ish outline would make an inde- 
pendent agency responsible for all 
atomic control, but would compel 
all governments to act together in 
any punishment of the violator. 


It might be argued that it is re- 
sults rather than method that count 
and that anything which might free 
the 
world from a fear of atomic 


warfare is welcome. But 
there 
are dangers in these two proposals 
that might make them acceptable 
only as a last resort. 


The American idea of nioving a 


dispute out of the Council only at 
the approach of a crisis seems to 
us to be better than the British al- 
ernative. This at least would keep 
much of the discussion within the 
UN, which, after all, was organiz 
ed to keep the peace. On the other 
hand, the American plan for sep- 
arate declarations of war is 
a 
questionable solution. 
There is a clause in the Charter, 
to be sure, which makes this pos- 
sible. Article 51 states that 
the 
Charter shall not impair "the in- 
herent right of individual or col- 
lective self- defense clause were

Dangerous Shortcuts 
The United Nations Charter as- ] 
signs to the Security Council "pri- 
mary responsibility for the mainte- 
ance of international peace and se- 
curity." That primary responsibil- 
ity certainly includes control of the 
use of fissionable atomic material. 
Yet the United States and Britain 
are being forced to consider a plan 
that would separate that responsi- 
bility from the Council. 
Both governments are report- 
ed to be considering proposals for 
putting inspection, control and pun- 
shmcnl of violators under an inde- 
pendent atomic development autho- 
rity. The reason, of course, is Rus- 
.sia's persistent refusal to waive the 
veto power of the Council's perma- 
nent members over any Council 
action against violators of an ato- 
mic control agreement. 
Neither of the two plans has been 
formally announced. But the Amer- 
ican proposal is said to give the in- 
dependent agency the power to act 
only in serious violations, and 
to 
permit individual nations to declare 
war against the violator. The Brit- | 
ish outline would make an inde- 
pendent agency responsible for all 
atomic control, but would compel 
all governments to act together in 
any punishment of the violator. 


It might be argued that it is re- 
sults rather than method that count 
and that anything which might free 
the 
world from a fear of atomic 


warfare is welcome. But 
there 
are dangers in these two proposals 
that might make them acceptable 
only as a last resort. 


The American idea of nioving a 


dispute out of the Council only at 
the approach of a crisis seems to 
us to be better than the British al- 
ernative. This at least would keep 
much of the discussion within the 
UN, which, after all, was organiz 
ed to keep the peace. On the other 
hand, the American plan for sep- 
arate declarations of war is 
a 
questionable solution. 
There is a clause in the Charter, 
to be sure, which makes this pos- 
sible. Article 51 states that

Dangerous Shortcuts 
The United Nations Charter as- ] 
signs to the Security Council "pri- 
mary responsibility for the mainte- 
ance of international peace and se- 
curity." That primary responsibil- 
ity certainly includes control of the 
use of fissionable atomic material. 
Yet the United States and Britain 
are being forced to consider a plan 
that would separate that responsi- 
bility from the Council. 
Both governments are report- 
ed to be considering proposals for 
putting inspection, control and pun- 
shmcnl of violators under an inde- 
pendent atomic development autho- 
rity. The reason, of course, is Rus- 
.sia's persistent refusal to waive the 
veto power of the Council's perma- 
nent members over any Council 
action against violators of an ato- 
mic control agreement. 
Neither of the two plans has been 
formally announced. But the Amer- 
ican proposal is said to give the in- 
dependent agency the power to act 
only in serious violations, and 
to 
permit individual nations to declare 
war against the violator. The Brit- | 
ish outline would make an inde- 
pendent agency responsible for all 
atomic control, but would compel 
all governments to act together in 
any punishment of the violator. 


It might be argued that it is re- 
sults rather than method that count 
and that anything which might free 
the 
world from a fear of atomic 


warfare is welcome. But 
there 
are dangers in these two proposals 
that might make them acceptable 
only as a last resort. 


The American idea of nioving a 


dispute out of the Council only at 
the approach of a crisis seems to 
us to be better than the British al- 
ernative. This at least would keep 
much of the discussion within the 
UN, which, after all, was organiz 
ed to keep the peace. On the other 
hand, the American plan for sep- 
arate declarations of war is 
a 
questionable solution. 
There is a clause in the Charter, 
to be sure, which makes this pos- 
sible.

Dangerous Shortcuts 
The United Nations Charter as- ] 
signs to the Security Council "pri- 
mary responsibility for the mainte- 
ance of international peace and se- 
curity." That primary responsibil- 
ity certainly includes control of the 
use of fissionable atomic material. 
Yet the United States and Britain 
are being forced to consider a plan 
that would separate that responsi- 
bility from the Council. 
Both governments are report- 
ed to be considering proposals for 
putting inspection, control and pun- 
shmcnl of violators under an inde- 
pendent atomic development autho- 
rity. The reason, of course, is Rus- 
.sia's persistent refusal to waive the 
veto power of the Council's perma- 
nent members over any Council 
action against violators of an ato- 
mic control agreement. 
Neither of the two plans has been 
formally announced. But the Amer- 
ican proposal is said to give the in- 
dependent agency the power to act 
only in serious violations, and 
to 
permit individual nations to declare 
war against the violator. The Brit- | 
ish outline would make an inde- 
pendent agency responsible for all 
atomic control, but would compel 
all governments to act together in 
any punishment of the violator. 


It might be argued that it is re- 
sults rather than method that count 
and that anything which might free 
the 
world from a fear of atomic 


warfare is welcome. But 
there 
are dangers in these two proposals 
that might make them acceptable 
only as a last resort. 


The American idea of nioving a 


dispute out of the Council only at 
the approach of a crisis seems to 
us to be better than the British al- 
ernative. This at least would keep 
much of the discussion within the 
UN, which, after all, was organiz 
ed to keep the peace. On the other 
hand, the American plan for sep- 
arate declarations of war is

questionable solution.

Black Locusts 
Must Get 
By Borers 


Fayetteville, Ark — Black locust 
trees may serve as a valuable soil 
stabilizer on very poor soils, but 
trees planted on sucn poor, shallow 
sol}s cannot be expected to produce 
a probitable crop of posts, research 
work carried on by the Horticul- 
ture and Forestry Department of 
the Arkansas Agricullral Experi- 
ment Station has shown. 
Plantings of black locust were 
made at tiie Fruit and Truck Bran- 
ch Experiment Station at Hope, 
and at the Main Experiment Station 
at Fayetteville. It was found that 
trees growing .on poor soils cannot 
withstand annual attacks of locust 
borers. Attempts were made 
to 
overcome locust borer damage on 
such sites by clear-cutting, with the 
V'bjeet of securing vigorous sprout 
growth which might be borer re- 
sistant. However, these attempts 
were not successful. 


Only when black locusts are mak- 


ing vigorous growth are they able 
lo survive locust borer attacks. The 
Experiment Station 
recommends 
that it black locusts 
are being 
grown as a crop tree rather than as 
a soil stabilizer, they should be plan 
ted on deep, well-drained, silt or 
sandy lonm soils. On forest soils of. 
such nature, black locusts 
will 
make excellent growth with litile 
or no borer damage, 
especially 
when ihey are mixtures with other 
trees.

Penicillin, sulfadiaizne, and blood 
plasma were effective in saving 
the lives of an entire group of chol- 
era patients in India, according to 
Dr. J. M. Amberson of the United 
States Navy. 


Three hundred and severity-two 
cholera cases were treated with 
various combinations before com- 
plete success was obtained.; Those 
who had the disease in only mild 
form recovered when they were gi- 
ven sulfadiazine, salt solution and 
stimulants; but in cases of greater 
severity, penicillin, sulfadiazine and 
plasma were necessary. 


Cholera, is an infection of 
the 
large intestine in which rapid loss 
of fluid from the blood through the 
bowel produces dehydration, shock, 
and collapse. Kidneys fail to funct- 
lion, and muscle cramps develop 
as a result of fluid and mineral 
loss. 


Cholera is strictly a disease of 
man; there is no infection in ani- 
mals which corresponds to it. The 
germs live for weeks or months in 
vater, and they can survive in cer- 
ain foods for days, and in milk 
intil it turns sour. 


Control 9f the disease is difficult, 
is the strictest sanitation is'neces- 
sary to prevent its spread.

The feeding of a multitude of five 
housand people with five barley 
oaves and two small fishes is a 
nong the most amazing stones of 
all time. 
Miracles of healing, both ancient 
and modern, arc easily believed, 
or we are. familiar with 
many 
manifestations of the 
power 
of 


mind over matter, and there is al- 
ways the question of exact and au- 
:henic medical diagnosis. But mi- 
acles -like tills one—those that 
involve an overcoming of physical 
laws—are very hard for some real 
istically-minded people to accept'. 
Some find it easy to believe on 
the Authority of Scripture; others, 
doubting Thomases, do not find be- 
lief so easy. Will those who have 
no difficulty believing in the mir- 
acles pardon me while I address 
a few words to those who do? 
First of all, we should never al- 
low any doubts we may have to 
affect our faith in Jesus as moral 
and spiritual Master and Saviour. 
It is not belief in miracles that sa- 
ves, but belief in Christ as Saviour 
and 
Redeemer.

Secondly, there is little value in 
trying to rationalize the miracles, 
f we could "explain" them, they 
A'ould no longer be miracles.

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Black Locusts 
Must Get 
By Borers 


Fayetteville, Ark — Black locust 
trees may serve as a valuable soil 
stabilizer on very poor soils, but 
trees planted on sucn poor, shallow 
sol}s cannot be expected to produce 
a probitable crop of posts, research 
work carried on by the Horticul- 
ture and Forestry Department of 
the Arkansas Agricullral Experi- 
ment Station has shown. 
Plantings of black locust were 
made at tiie Fruit and Truck Bran- 
ch Experiment Station at Hope, 
and at the Main Experiment Station 
at Fayetteville. It was found that 
trees growing .on poor soils cannot 
withstand annual attacks of locust 
borers. Attempts were made 
to 
overcome locust borer damage on 
such sites by clear-cutting, with the 
V'bjeet of securing vigorous sprout 
growth which might be borer re- 
sistant. However, these attempts 
were not successful. 


Only when black locusts are mak- 


ing vigorous growth are they able 
lo survive locust borer attacks. The 
Experiment Station 
recommends 
that it black locusts 
are being 
grown as a crop tree rather than as 
a soil stabilizer, they should be plan 
ted on deep, well-drained, silt or 
sandy lonm soils. On forest soils of. 
such nature, black locusts 
will 
make excellent growth with litile 
or no borer damage, 
especially 
when ihey are mixtures with other 
trees.

Penicillin, sulfadiaizne, and blood 
plasma were effective in saving 
the lives of an entire group of chol- 
era patients in India, according to 
Dr. J. M. Amberson of the United 
States Navy. 


Three hundred and severity-two 
cholera cases were treated with 
various combinations before com- 
plete success was obtained.; Those 
who had the disease in only mild 
form recovered when they were gi- 
ven sulfadiazine, salt solution and 
stimulants; but in cases of greater 
severity, penicillin, sulfadiazine and 
plasma were necessary. 


Cholera, is an infection of 
the 
large intestine in which rapid loss 
of fluid from the blood through the 
bowel produces dehydration, shock, 
and collapse. Kidneys fail to funct- 
lion, and muscle cramps develop 
as a result of fluid and mineral 
loss. 


Cholera is strictly a disease of 
man; there is no infection in ani- 
mals which corresponds to it. The 
germs live for weeks or months in 
vater, and they can survive in cer- 
ain foods for days, and in milk 
intil it turns sour. 


Control 9f the disease is difficult, 
is the strictest sanitation is'neces- 
sary to prevent its spread.

School Lesson for Feb. 9 


Feeding the Five Thousand, 
Scripture: John G 
BY WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D, 
The feeding of a multitude of five 
housand people with five barley 
oaves and two small fishes is a 
nong the most amazing stones of 
all time. 
Miracles of healing, both ancient 
and modern, arc easily believed, 
or we are. familiar with 
many 
manifestations of the 
power 
of 


mind over matter, and there is al- 
ways the question of exact and au- 
:henic medical diagnosis. But mi- 
acles -like tills one—those that 
involve an overcoming of physical 
laws—are very hard for some real 
istically-minded people to accept'. 
Some find it easy to believe on 
the Authority of Scripture; others, 
doubting Thomases, do not find be- 
lief so easy. Will those who have 
no difficulty believing in the mir- 
acles pardon me while I address 
a few words to those who do? 
First of all, we should never al- 
low any doubts we may have to 
affect our faith in Jesus as moral 
and spiritual Master and Saviour. 
It is not belief in miracles that sa- 
ves, but belief in Christ as Saviour 
and 
Redeemer. 
• 


Secondly, there is little value in 
trying to rationalize the miracles, 
f we could "explain" them, they 
A'ould no longer be miracles. 


The notion, for example, that in 
his feeding of the five thousand 
vhat happened was that many peo- 
ple besides the small boy 
had 


nought provisions, and

lis example in producing them, is 
absurd in view of the plain record. 
Wore intelligible is the suggestion 
hat it would have been amazing 
f stories of great wonder-working 
power had not become associated 
with the ministry oi' Jesus.

Black Locusts 
Must Get 
By Borers 


Fayetteville, Ark — Black locust 
trees may serve as a valuable soil 
stabilizer on very poor soils, but 
trees planted on sucn poor, shallow 
sol}s cannot be expected to produce 
a probitable crop of posts, research 
work carried on by the Horticul- 
ture and Forestry Department of 
the Arkansas Agricullral Experi- 
ment Station has shown. 
Plantings of black locust were 
made at tiie Fruit and Truck Bran- 
ch Experiment Station at Hope, 
and at the Main Experiment Station 
at Fayetteville. It was found that 
trees growing .on poor soils cannot 
withstand annual attacks of locust 
borers. Attempts were made 
to 
overcome locust borer damage on 
such sites by clear-cutting, with the 
V'bjeet of securing vigorous sprout 
growth which might be borer re- 
sistant. However, these attempts 
were not successful. 


Only when black locusts are mak- 


ing vigorous growth are they able 
lo survive locust borer attacks. The 
Experiment Station 
recommends 
that it black locusts 
are being 
grown as a crop tree rather than as 
a soil stabilizer, they should be plan 
ted on deep, well-drained, silt or 
sandy lonm soils. On forest soils of. 
such nature, black locusts 
will 
make excellent growth with litile 
or no borer damage, 
especially 
when ihey are mixtures with other 
trees.

Penicillin, sulfadiaizne, and blood 
plasma were effective in saving 
the lives of an entire group of chol- 
era patients in India, according to 
Dr. J. M. Amberson of the United 
States Navy. 


Three hundred and severity-two 
cholera cases were treated with 
various combinations before com- 
plete success was obtained.; Those 
who had the disease in only mild 
form recovered when they were gi- 
ven sulfadiazine, salt solution and 
stimulants; but in cases of greater 
severity, penicillin, sulfadiazine and 
plasma were necessary. 


Cholera, is an infection of 
the 
large intestine in which rapid loss 
of fluid from the blood through the 
bowel produces dehydration, shock, 
and collapse. Kidneys fail to funct- 
lion, and muscle cramps develop 
as a result of fluid and mineral 
loss. 


Cholera is strictly a disease of 
man; there is no infection in ani- 
mals which corresponds to it. The 
germs live for weeks or months in 
vater, and they can survive in eer- 
ain foods for days, and in milk 
intil it turns sour. 


Control 9f the disease is difficult, 
is the strictest sanitation is'neces- 
sary to prevent its spread.

Feeding the Five Thousand. 
Scripture: John G 
BY WILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D, 
The feeding of a multitude of five 
housand people with five barley 
oaves and two small fishes is a 
nong the most amazing stones of 
all time. 
Miracles of healing, both ancient 
and modern, arc easily believed, 
or we are. familiar with 
many 
manifestations of the 
power 
of 


mind over matter, and there is al- 
ways the question of exact and au- 
:henic medical diagnosis. But mi- 
acles -like tills one—those that 
involve an overcoming of physical 
laws—are very hard for some real 
istically-minded people to accept'. 
Some find it easy to believe on 
the Authority of Scripture; others, 
doubting Thomases, do not find be- 
lief so easy. Will those who have 
no difficulty believing in the mir- 
acles pardon me while I address 
a few words to those who do? 
First of all, we should never al- 
low any doubts we may have to 
affect our faith in Jesus as moral 
and spiritual Master and Saviour. 
It is not belief in miracles that sa- 
ves, 
but belief in Christ as Saviour 


and 
Redeemer. 
• 


Secondly, there is little value in 
trying to rationalize the miracles, 
f we could "explain" them, they 
A'ould no longer be miracles.

Black Locusts 
Must Get 
By Borers 


Fayetteville, Ark — Black locust 
trees may serve as a valuable soil 
stabilizer on very poor soils, but 
trees planted on sucn poor, shallow 
sol}s cannot be expected to produce 
a probitable crop of posts, research 
work carried on by the Horticul- 
ture and Forestry Department of 
the Arkansas Agricullral Experi- 
ment Station has shown. 
Plantings of black locust were 
made at tiie Fruit and Truck Bran- 
ch Experiment Station at Hope, 
and at the Main Experiment Station 
at Fayetteville. It was found that 
trees growing .on poor soils cannot 
withstand annual attacks of locust 
borers. Attempts were made 
to 
overcome locust borer damage on 
such sites by clear-cutting, with the 
V'bjeet of securing vigorous sprout 
growth which might be borer re- 
sistant. However, these attempts 
were not successful. 


Only when black locusts are mak- 


ing vigorous growth are they able 
lo survive locust borer attacks. The 
Experiment Station 
recommends 
that it black locusts 
are being 
grown as a crop tree rather than as 
a soil stabilizer, they should be plan 
ted on deep, well-drained, silt or 
sandy lonm soils. On forest soils of. 
such nature, black locusts 
will 
make excellent growth with litile 
or no borer damage, 
especially 
when ihey are mixtures with other 
trees.

Penicillin, sulfadiaizne, and blood 
plasma were effective in saving 
the lives of an entire group of chol- 
era patients in India, according to 
Dr. J. M. Amberson of the United 
States Navy. 


Three hundred and severity-two 
cholera cases were treated with 
various combinations before com- 
plete success was obtained.; Those 
who had the disease in only mild 
form recovered when they were gi- 
ven sulfadiazine, salt solution and 
stimulants; but in cases of greater 
severity, penicillin, sulfadiazine and 
plasma were necessary. 


Cholera, is an infection of 
the 
large intestine in which rapid loss 
of fluid from the blood through the 
bowel produces dehydration, shock, 
and collapse. Kidneys fail to funct- 
lion, and muscle cramps develop 
as a result of fluid and mineral 
loss. 


Cholera is strictly a disease of 
man; there is no infection in ani- 
mals which corresponds to it. The 
germs live for weeks or months in 
vater, and they can survive in cer- 
ain foods for days, and in milk 
intil it turns sour. 


Control 9f the disease is difficult, 
is the strictest sanitation is'neces- 
sary to prevent its spread.

Feeding the Five Thousand, 
Scripture: John G

The feeding of a multitude of five 
housand people with five barley 
oaves and two small fishes is a 
nong the most amazing stones of 
all time. 
Miracles of healing, both ancient 
and modern, arc easily believed, 
or we are. familiar with 
many 
manifestations of the 
power 
of 


mind over matter, and there is al- 
ways the question of exact and au- 
:henic medical diagnosis. But mi- 
acles -like tills one—those that 
involve an overcoming of physical 
laws—are very hard for some real 
istically-minded people to accept'. 
Some find it easy to believe on 
the Authority of Scripture; others, 
doubting Thomases, do not find be- 
lief so easy. Will those who have 
no difficulty believing in the mir- 
acles pardon me while I address 
a few words to those who do? 
First of all, we should never al- 
low any doubts we may have to 
affect our faith in Jesus as moral 
and spiritual Master and Saviour. 
It is not belief in miracles that sa- 
ves, but belief in Christ as Saviour 
and 
Redeemer.

Secondly, there is little value in 
trying to rationalize the miracles, 
f we could "explain" them, they 
A'ould no longer be miracles.

Black Locusts 
Must Get 
By Borers 


Fayetteville, Ark — Black locust 
trees may serve as a valuable soil 
stabilizer on very poor soils, but 
trees planted on sucn poor, shallow 
sol}s cannot be expected to produce 
a probitable crop of posts, research 
work carried on by the Horticul- 
ture and Forestry Department of 
the Arkansas Agricullral Experi- 
ment Station has shown. 
Plantings of black locust were 
made at tiie Fruit and Truck Bran- 
ch Experiment Station at Hope, 
and at the Main Experiment Station 
at Fayetteville. It was found that 
trees growing .on poor soils cannot 
withstand annual attacks of locust 
borers. Attempts were made 
to 
overcome locust borer damage on 
such sites by clear-cutting, with the 
V'bjeet of securing vigorous sprout 
growth which might be borer re- 
sistant. However, these attempts 
were not successful. 


Only when black locusts are mak- 


ing vigorous growth are they able 
lo survive locust borer attacks. The 
Experiment Station 
recommends 
that it black locusts 
are being 
grown as a crop tree rather than as 
a soil stabilizer, they should be plan 
ted on deep, well-drained, silt or 
sandy lonm soils. On forest soils of. 
such nature, black locusts 
will 
make excellent growth with litile 
or no borer damage, 
especially 
when ihey are mixtures with other 
trees.

Penicillin, sulfadiaizne, and blood 
plasma were effective in saving 
the lives of an entire group of chol- 
era patients in India, according to 
Dr. J. M. Amberson of the United 
States Navy. 


Three hundred and severity-two 
cholera cases were treated with 
various combinations before com- 
plete success was obtained.; Those 
who had the disease in only mild 
form recovered when they were gi- 
ven sulfadiazine, salt solution and 
stimulants; but in cases of greater 
severity, penicillin, sulfadiazine and 
plasma were necessary. 


Cholera, is an infection of 
the 
large intestine in which rapid loss 
of fluid from the blood through the 
bowel produces dehydration, shock, 
and collapse. Kidneys fail to funct- 
lion, and muscle cramps develop 
as a result of fluid and mineral 
loss. 


Cholera is strictly a disease of 
man; there is no infection in ani- 
mals which corresponds to it. The 
germs live for weeks or months in 
vater, and they can survive in cer- 
ain foods for days, and in milk 
intil it turns sour. 


Control 9f the disease is difficult, 
is the strictest sanitation is'neces- 
sary to prevent its spread.

The feeding of a multitude of five 
housand people with five barley 
oaves and two small fishes is a 
nong the most amazing stones of 
all time. 
Miracles of healing, both ancient 
and modern, arc easily believed, 
or we are. familiar with 
many 
manifestations of the 
power 
of 


mind over matter, and there is al- 
ways the question of exact and au- 
:henic medical diagnosis. But mi- 
acles -like tills one—those that 
involve an overcoming of physical 
laws—are very hard for some real 
istically-minded people to accept'. 
Some find it easy to believe on 
the Authority of Scripture; others, 
doubting Thomases, do not find be- 
lief so easy. Will those who have 
no difficulty believing in the mir- 
acles pardon me while I address 
a few words to those who do? 
First of all, we should never al- 
low any doubts we may have to 
affect our faith in Jesus as moral 
and spiritual Master and Saviour. 
It is not belief in miracles that sa- 
ves, but belief in Christ as Saviour 
and 
Redeemer.

Secondly, there is little value in 
trying to rationalize the miracles, 
f we could "explain" them, they 
A'ould no longer be miracles.

The contest for the office of gov- 
ernor of Georgia has been present- 
ed as an issue of democracy or 
fascism by former Governor Ellis 
Arnall's friends, including practic- 
ally all of the totalitarian bleeding- 
heurls. The legal status of th» gov- 
ernorship admittedly was left in 
complete doubt because the state 
constitution did not janticlpale the 
situation created by the death-of 
Gene- Talmadge, who had beaten 
James 
V. Carrnlchael, 
Arnall's 
man, in the Democratic 
primary 


election. There is no clear title to 
the place. 


Arnall immediately received the 


benefit of the 
propaganda ' ma- 
chines of New York and Washing- 
ton because Talmadge has the sup- 
port of the Ku Klux Klan and kin- 
dred spirits who nevertheless are 
brothers under the skin of the or- 
ganizations in New York which op- 
pose, the klan, the Columbians et 
al. 
These 
northern 
terroristic 
lodges are as klannish in their own 
methods and for their own 
.pur- 
poses as the southern klan and its 
new ariations. 


They do not burn fiery crosses, 
but they 
do practice 
personal 
espidnage, employing professional 
sneaks ,to betray confidences. They 
undertake to censor not on]y news 
but opinion and even humor, by 
threats of economic 
.punishment, 
and, like the klan and Adolf,Hit 
lei they take reprisals against in 
nocent relatives of defiant' offend- 
ers against their arrogance, 


The Arnall-Talmadge, 'contest is 
much less outrageous against law 
arid the stability of 
government 
than 
a 
scheme 
of President 
RoOs-evell's party 
and President 


Truman's best friends to rob a Re- 
publican governor of his 
: office ;ln, 
Missouri in 1941. 
Although 
thai- 
case did 
command 
considerable 
attention in .the press across the 
nation, it did not evoke any com- 
parable blast of indignation among 
those who are now most noisly 
horrified by 
the proceedings 
in 
Georgia. The reason was that, in 
the Missouri 
scheme 
Robert 
Hanncgan, then chairman of the 
Democratic' City Committee of St. 
Louis, now Mr. Truman's 
post- 
master general, was a conspicuous 
opponent of the Republican 
who 
had been duly elected. 
The Republican was Forrest C. 


Donnell,: now a United States Sen- 
ator. The election of 1940 was close 
and Mr. Donnell 
defeated 
Law- 
rence McDaniel, the Democrat, by 
3,013 votes. 


A few days after the November 


election, a meeting of Democrats 
was called in St. Louis, attended 
by Hannegan and C. Marion Hul- 
en, the chairman of the 
Demo- 
cratic Slate Committee, and many 
others. 
The 
Democrats 
figured 
that Mr. Donnell's margin was so 
close that they might beat him in 
a recount if thev could, pick the 
precincts to be recounted. Accord- 
ingly, they put a resolution through 
the legislature providing . for an 
'investigation" of 
"reports" 
of 
fraud involving the employment of 
a vague slush fund and irregulari- 
ties in the count. The Democrats 
voted through a thing called "joint 
resolution No. 3" on Jan. 11. two 
days 
before 
inauguration day, 


which authorized a committee of 
six Democrats and four Republi- 
cans to recount the ballots.

The contest for the office of gov- 
ernor of Georgia has been present- 
ed as an issue of democracy or 
fascism by former Governor Ellis 
Arnall's friends, including practic- 
ally all of the totalitarian bleeding- 
heurls. The legal status of th» gov- 
ernorship admittedly was left in 
complete doubt because the state 
constitution did not janticlpale the 
situation created by the death-of 
Gene- Talmadge, who had beaten 
James 
V. Carrnlchael, 
Arnall's 
man, in the Democratic 
primary 


election. There is no clear title to 
the place. 


Arnall immediately received the 


benefit of the 
propaganda ' ma- 
chines of New York and Washing- 
ton because Talmadge has the sup- 
port of the Ku Klux Klan and kin- 
dred spirits who nevertheless are 
brothers under the skin of the or- 
ganizations in New York which op- 
pose, the klan, the Columbians et 
al. 
These 
northern 
terroristic 
lodges are as klannish in their own 
methods and for their own 
.pur- 
poses as the southern klan and its 
new ariations. 


They do not burn fiery crosses, 
but they 
do practice 
personal 
espidnage, employing professional 
sneaks ,to betray confidences. They 
undertake to censor not on]y news 
but opinion and even humor, by 
threats of economic 
.punishment, 
and, like the klan and Adolf,Hit 
lei they take reprisals against in 
nocent relatives of defiant' offend- 
ers against their arrogance, 


The Arnall-Talmadge, 'contest is 
much less outrageous against law 
arid the stability of 
government 
than 
a 
scheme 
of President 
RoOs-evell's party 
and President 


Truman's best friends to rob a Re- 
publican governor of his 
: office ;ln, 
Missouri in 1941. 
Although 
thai- 
case did 
command 
considerable 
attention in .the press across the 
nation, it did not evoke any com- 
parable blast of indignation among 
those who are now most noisly 
horrified by 
the proceedings 
in 
Georgia. The reason was that, in 
the Missouri 
scheme 
Robert 
Hanncgan, then chairman of the 
Democratic' City Committee of St. 
Louis, now Mr. Truman's 
post- 
master general, was a conspicuous 
opponent of the Republican 
who 
had been duly elected. 
The Republican was Forrest C. 


Donnell,: now a United States Sen- 
ator. The election of 1940 was close 
and Mr. Donnell 
defeated 
Law- 
rence McDaniel, the Democrat, by 
3,013 votes. 


A few days after the November 


election, a meeting of Democrats 
was called in St. Louis, attended 
by Hannegan and C. Marion Hul- 
en, the chairman of the 
Demo- 
cratic Slate Committee, and many 
others. 
The 
Democrats 
figured 
that Mr. Donnell's margin was so 
close that they might beat him in 
a recount if thev could, pick the 
precincts to be recounted. Accord- 
ingly, they put a resolution through 
the legislature providing . for an 
'investigation" of 
"reports" 
of 
fraud involving the employment of 
a vague slush fund and irregulari- 
ties in the count. The Democrats 
voted through a thing called "joint 
resolution No. 3" on Jan. 11. two 
days 
before 
inauguration day, 


which authorized a committee of 
six Democrats and four Republi- 
cans to recount the ballots. 
Al- 
though this committee 
had 
the 


power to examine all ballots, 
it 
also had authority to select only 
those precincts in which the Dem- 
ocratic majority might 
pick 
up 


votes to cul down Donnell's .small 
official plurality. Meanwhile, the 
resolution forbade the speaker of 
the House to recognize Donnell as 
governor.

their disgust and alarm because

pretjincts In Hannegan's St. Louis 
arid, Truman's Kanas City,'- where 
Donnell's 'margin would have in- 
creased, 
Mr, Hulen had been going around 


with a briefcase which cijme to 
be regarded as Ihe bog containing 
the evidence 
of corruption, this 


was deadpan comedy on the part 
of an .organization which had en- 
joyed not only the tux patronage 
but the enormous slush-funds of 
the New Deal's "humane" 
agen- 


cies and the unions for years and 
years. Hannegan insisted that Don- 
nell should not be seated until the 
investigation was finished, and the 
six Democrats had the power • to 
drug the investigation along indefi- 
nitely.

The contest for the office of gov- 
ernor of Georgia has been present- 
ed as an issue of democracy or 
fascism by former Governor Ellis 
Arnall's friends, including practic- 
ally all of the totalitarian bleeding- 
heurls. The legal status of th» gov- 
ernorship admittedly was left in 
complete doubt because the state 
constitution did not janticlpale the 
situation created by the death-of 
Gene- Talmadge, who had beaten 
James 
V. Carrnlchael, 
Arnall's 
man, in the Democratic 
primary 


election. There is no clear title to 
the place. 


Arnall immediately received the 


benefit of the 
propaganda ' ma- 
chines of New York and Washing- 
ton because Talmadge has the sup- 
port of the Ku Klux Klan and kin- 
dred spirits who nevertheless are 
brothers under the skin of the or- 
ganizations in New York which op- 
pose, the klan, the Columbians et 
al. 
These 
northern 
terroristic 
lodges are as klannish in their own 
methods and for their own 
.pur- 
poses as the southern klan and its 
new ariations. 


They do not burn fiery crosses, 
but they 
do practice 
personal 
espidnage, employing professional 
sneaks ,to betray confidences. They 
undertake to censor not on]y news 
but opinion and even humor, by 
threats of economic 
.punishment, 
and, like the klan and Adolf,Hit 
lei they take reprisals against in 
nocent relatives of defiant' offend- 
ers against their arrogance,

Truman's best friends to rob a Re-

Missouri in 1941. 
Although 
thai- 
case did 
command 
considerable 
attention in .the press across the 
nation, it did not evoke any com- 
parable blast of indignation among 
those who are now most noisly 
horrified by 
the proceedings 
in 
Georgia. The reason was that, in 
the Missouri 
scheme 
Robert 
Hanncgan, then chairman of the 
Democratic' City Committee of St. 
Louis, now Mr. Truman's 
post- 
master general, was a conspicuous 
opponent of the Republican 
who 
had been duly elected. 
The Republican was Forrest C. 


Donnell,: now a United States Sen- 
ator. The election of 1940 was close 
and Mr. Donnell 
defeated 
Law- 
rence McDaniel, the Democrat, by 
3,013 votes. 


A few days after the November 


election, a meeting of Democrats 
was called in St. Louis, attended 
by Hannegan and C. Marion Hul- 
en, the chairman of the 
Demo- 
cratic Slate Committee, and many 
others.

Democrats 
figured 
that Mr. Donnell's margin was so 
close that they might beat him in 
a recount if thev could, pick the 
precincts to be recounted. Accord- 
ingly, they put a resolution through

ties in the count. The Democrats

The Communist Wedge 
For more than two years now the 
American Communist Party, like a 
small but well-placed wedge, has 
been splitting ever more 
widely 
that group of voters loosely de- 
fined as liberal or progressive. 


The Communists began in New 
York State—where they are most 
numerous—by causing a cleavage 
in the American- Labor Patty. The 
anti-Communists formed the Liber- 
al Party and the Red element stay- 
ed with the ALP which, up to now, 
has retained a majority of the orig- 
inal party's votes. 


Then , in last year's political cam- 
paigns, a rift developed within the 
CIO-PAC and the National Citizens 
PAC over Communist

Must we speak softly of commun- 
ism and magnify the shortcomings 
of our own governmental forms anc 
practices lest we offend our criti 
cal domestic communists and the 
temperamental Politburo in Mos 
cow? 
The ADA says no. Its program 
expresses general approval of our 
foreign policy and rejects "any as 
sociation with Communists or sym 
pathizers with communism as com- 
pletely as we reject any 
associa- 
tions with Fascists or their sympa- 
thizers. Both are hostile to the prin- 
ciples of freedom and democracy 
""Mr. Wallace has not gone this 
far, especially as regards foreign 
policy. And it is his undoubted mis- 
fortune that his Madison 
Square 
Garden speech won him the support 
of American Communist publica- 
tions which are now attacking the 
ADA. 
So it seems possible that 
the 
Communist wedge may be weaken- 
ing itself even as it splits the lib- 
eral forces wider. For with each 
new split more persons emphatic- 
ally dissociate themselves from the 
Communists. With each new split 
the Communists' acivtities are spot- 
lighted more clearly. 
As a result, the party in

country may find itself too isolated 
to prevent the sensible and pos- 
sible cp-operation of a strong, de- 
mocratic, capitalistic Uniled Slates
